JOHN Swinney laid into Douglas

But Swinney slammed the 
embattled Tory MSP, saying it was 
the Tories’ trashing of the economy 
under former PM Liz Truss that had 
hammered all public services. 

Swinney said: “Mr Ross would be 
in a stronger position to argue for 
this if he hadn't argued for me to 
follow the budget of Liz Truss. 

"That was what Douglas Ross 
wanted me to do. He wanted me to 
follow the tax-cutting agenda. If I 
had done that, it would have been 
catastrophic for the country and 
the NHS’ 

Swinney added: “I take 
responsibility for the actions of my 
government and public services on 
my behalf. That is my duty as First 
Minister and I do so on all occasions.

The "extremely prema- 
ture” Child K was born 
weighing llb 8oz on 
February 17, 2016. Within 
two hours of her birth 
Letby was said to have been 
"caught virtually red- 
handed” by a senior 
consultant paediatrician 
when he saw her at the cot 
"doing nothing". 

The mum told the doctor 
her baby was poked and 
prodded from the moment 
she was born and they 
didnt want her to suffer 
any more. 

She said: ^We made the 
decision together to switch 
off the machines and let 
her go.

Cairngorms 
culls ‘boost

DEER numbers in the 
Cairngorms have been 
more than halved by culls 
since the 90s - leading to 
the regeneration of ancient 
woodlands, says a report.

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‘Sandy Hook survivors on the massacre

PUPILS who survived the Sandy 
Hook massacre spoke of their mixed 
emotions as they graduated without 
their murdered classmates. 

Newtown High Schools class of 2024 
includes about 60 students who were at 
the school on December 14, 2012, when 
Adam Lanza shot dead 20 children, aged 
six and seven, and six adults. 

It is the second deadliest school 
shooting in US history and the fourth 
worst mass shooting. 

One survivor, Emma Ehrens, 
remembered the moment Lanza burst 
into classroom 10 at Sandy Hook. 

She said: “The shooter actually came 
into my classroom. So I had to watch 
all my friends and teachers get 
killed and I had to run for my life at 
six years old. 

“Just growing up with having the fear 
and the what-ifs of what could have 
happened if I stayed. Because I was 
going to be next’ 

Another, Lilly Wasilnak, 17, said: “You 
wait for this day for your whole life since 
youre in kindergarten. You just cant 
wait to graduate. And it felt so far away 
for such a long time... but I think we 
cant forget about [the fact] there is a 
whole chunk of our class missing. 

"And so, going into graduation, we all 
have very mixed emotions - trying to 
be excited for ourselves and this 
accomplishment that weve worked so 
hard for, but also those who arent able 
to share it with us, who should have 
been? 

Many of the survivors say they 
continue to live with the trauma of that 
Friday morning. Loud noises still cause 
them to jump out of their seats and 
some always scan a room for the exits. 

Many have spent years in therapy for 
post-traumatic stress, depression and 
anxiety. The quiet town of Newtown, 
Connecticut, provided an array of 
services to the families. 

Officials shielded them as much as 
possible from the media and outsiders

and the students said leaving such a 
protective community would be both 
difficult and somewhat freeing. “In Sandy 
Hook, what happened is always kind of 
looming over us,’ said Matt Holden, 17, 
who was in a classroom down the hall 
from the shooting. 

He added: “I think leaving and being 
able to make new memories and meet

new people, even if well be more isolated 
away from people who have stories like 
us, we ll be more free to kind of write our 
own story and not let this one event when 
we were very young define our lifetimes: 

A number of Sandy Hook survivors 
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have volunteered for gun control groups 
and several met Vice President Kamala 
Harris at the White House last week. 

At the time of the massacre, Barack 
Obama described it as "the single darkest 
day of my presidency”. 

He proposed a large series of new laws 
designed to curb gun violence, including 
reforms to the US background check 
system, a ban on assault rifles 
and background checks on most private 
gun sales. 

But a number of the measures were 
thwarted by mainly Republican senators. 

Newtown High School Principal 
Kimberly Longobucco read the names 
of the first graders who were killed 
in the shooting, along with the six adults, 
as the Class of 2024 and their families 
looked on. 

^We remember them for their bravery, 
kindness and spirit; she said. "Let us strive 
to honour them, today and every дау” 

Newtown Schools superintendent Chris 
Melillo told the 335 graduates: "Life is too 
short to do something that doesnt ignite 
your soul. Never settle for anything less 
than what sets your heart afire’ 

Lanzas massacre began when he killed 
his mother at their Newtown home. 

He then drove her car to the school and 
shot his way through the door before 
gunning down children and their teachers. 

The 20-year-old turned one of his guns 
on himself five minutes later, as first 
responders arrived at the scene. 

In 2022, conspiracy theorist Alex Jones 
was ordered to pay £1.2billion to relatives 
of Sandy Hook victims after he 
compounded their agony by claiming the 
massacre was a staged “false flag” event. 

The Virginia Tech shooting of 2007, in 
which 32 people died, remains Americas 
worst-ever school shooting. 

The Las Vegas shooting of 2017, 
which killed 60, and the attack on the 
Pulse nightclub in Orlando in 2016, which 
claimed 49 lives, are the country’s deadliest 
shootings. 

According to the K-12 School Shooting 
Database, America has had almost 2000 
shootings, with 1485 deaths and injuries.

Hooked on Euros

THE Euros kick off tonight 
and | know a few folk who 
have gone out to Germany 
to sample the atmosphere. 

There might be a game or 
two attended but tournaments 
like these are a chance to head 
out into the host country so 
obviously I asked if they're 
going to be fishing. 

Of course, that meant a bit 
of Googling around to find 
fishing near where our 
supporters are headed to try 
to tempt them into a relaxing/ 
hungover day on the bank. 

If youre travelling 
anywhere, and Europe in 
particular, always check the 
local regulations. 

In Germany theres a pretty 
strict licensing policy but you 
can apply online before you go. 

There is fantastic pike, carp 
and zander fishing in Germany, 
while trout anglers can chase 
rainbows, brooks and browns 
in Alpine rivers or sea-trout on 
the coast. 

Its all pretty affordable so 
pick up a government fishing 
licence and check the local laws 
where youre staying. 

The problem with looking 
into any sort of fishing is start- 
ing to plan trips for yourself. 

I never wanted to catch an 
Asp and now I've set my sights 
on catching a Danube salmon

SING WHEN YOU'RE FISHING 
Rods don't take up much room 


(Hucho Hucho) which is a 
landlocked salmon Id never 
come across before. 

Found in the Danube and its 
tributaries, it’s a close relative 
of the Mongolian taimen 
(Hucho Taimen). 

I'll need to persuade the 
missus that shed like to visit 
some German Christmas 
markets as the season runs 
from November-February. 

They start off feeding 
like trout on flies and other 
aquatic life, but with age their 
diet changes. 

They become more preda- 
tory, hunting other fish, with 
the occasional small rodent 
meaning youll be throwing 
big patterns on heavy gear. 

The species is under threat 
but with a decent guide it 
seems like fishing the

tributaries still gives sood odds 
on catching one on a fly using 
fish or sculpin imitations. 

Theres always a chance to 
cast a line. 

Angling is universal and 
theres a swathe of fish out there 
and fishermen to speak to. 

Sotheres no need to rule out 
the chance of fishing. 

While you can sometimes 
squeeze a bit of tackle in a 
suitcase, a travel rod a reel and 
some lures doesnt take up 
much room. 

If youre packing a bit more 
it's not necessarily going to 
survive the journey so maybe 
geta proper travel case or tube 
for them. 

Its not cheap but definitely 
costs less than replacing aload 
of broken kit. 

Ideally we would all be 
heading away chasing huge fish 
on far-flung tropical islands, 
monster carp in Europe, 
and freshwater giants in 
Thailand. 

Dedicated fishing holidays 
are the stuff of an angler's 
dreams. 

But for most ofus, trips with 
our partner or family getaways 
take priority over these often- 
pricey trips. 

Itis possible to sneak a bit of 
fishing in though, speak to the 
folk or have a nosy round the 
local tackle shop and even get 
your fellow travellers involved.

But on the eve of leading his 
country into Euro 2024 against 
Germany tonight, he couldn't help 
mentioning it.

We 
were pretty relaxed about it - maybe 
a bit more so than my family before 
I could tell them I was OK.

With a slightly nervously 
delivered joke but he's 
never claimed to be a 
comedian. 

The craggy, hangdog 
expression. The slightly 
awkward vibes he gives off 
whenever he's thrust out 
there into the spotlight. 

And it may never have felt 
more intense than it did 
yesterday teatime here inside 
the Allianz Arena as Clarke 
walked into Bayern Munichs 
amphitheatre of a press 
conference room to find the 
whole world's media glaring 
back at him. 

Asked how his emotions 
are, now hes arrived in town 
forthetournaments opening 
night, Clarke quipped: “Well, 
first of all, it's quite a busy 
press conference so it must 
be a big game!" 

It went down like a bit of a 
lead balloon but then it's not 
Clarkes area of expertise to 
come across as some sort of 
wisecracking entertainer. 

Not here and not on this 
particular stage. 

On the contrary, the 
national boss was almost 
visibly itching to get out of 
the room and on to the wide 
acre of grass, out of the side 
door and across the concrete 
concourse where the serious 
business can be attended to. 

And it has never felt quite 
as intense or as significant as 
it does right now. 

Its taken five years of hard 
toil and deep thinking to get 
Scotland into this position. 

Yes, Clarke has stumbled 
once or twice along the way 
buttheres a sense everything 
has been channelled towards 
this grand arrival in Bavaria. 

The last Euros was only a 
step towards this one. A 
Covid-riddled mess of a 
European Championships, 
spluttering from the start. 

That was over for Clarke 
and his players before it had 
properly got up and running. 

However, it was another

hugely important milestone 
in the development of 
Clarkes Scotland. 

Now it's led us all here, 
to this packed-out press 
room inside one of the 
greatest stadiums ever to 
have been built. 

Clarke cleared his throat 
and added: “We've settled in 
well, trained well and were 
looking forward to the match” 

He was asked if he has 
allowed the enormity of the 
occasion to feed into the ice 
that almost always seems to 
run through his veins. 

The answer was classic 
Clarke. He was off and 
running now. 

He said: “No. But that's just 
me, that's the way I am. 

"Obviously it's a big game 
but for us it's the opening 
game of a four-team section, 
so well have three matches. 

“We know what we have 
to do to qualify out of the 
section and that's the only 
thing were focused on. 

"The enormity of the 
opening game or whatever? 

“That's a little bit of a side- 
show and hopefully we dont 
get too involved in that” 

That is partly the managers 
job. Before leaving the 
peaceful serenity ofbase camp 
in Garmisch-Partenkirchen, 
Clarke began warning the 
players of the mayhem 
they were about to encounter 
56 miles up the road. Clarkes 


message was clear - keep your 
heads in the game. 

But he has also challenged 
them to deal with their own 
internal feelings of nerves 
and excitement while not 
allowing it to distract them 
from their end goal. 

He said: "It's difficult for 
me to do that - they have to 
do that themselves. That's 
what they have to do. 

"But most of them have 
played in big matches before. 

"Im sure they'll all handle 
the occasion quite well. 

"They are all good. There is 
an edge there now. I could 
sense that edge growing in 
training throughout the week. 

"Id actually be disappointed 
if it wasnt there, so its been 
nice to see” 

And they know they wont 
be alone out there when kick- 
off comes around. 

They only needed to look 
out the windows of the team 
bus on their way towards 
training last night to see half 
of Scotland has already arrived 
in town. 

The foreign media have 
been staggered by the 
numbers involved and 
predictions this Tartan 
Army invasion force may 
top 200,000. 

Not Clarke, though. He 
always knew theyd be coming.

"It has been a long time 
since 1998 when we last 
travelled abroad for a major 
tournament. That's why the 
nation is so excited. 

"The last championships 
were obviously Covid- 
affected but I'm proud weve 
managed to achieve back-to- 
back qualifications for the 
European Championships. 

“And hopefully by the end 
of these championships were 
all proud that we've achieved 
a little bit more” 

Then, when asked by one 
German journo about the 
greatest influences on his 
own managerial style, the 
60-year-old said: “Everybody 
is different. 

“When you work with a 
head coach ora manager, they 
all want to win. 

“They all have a different 
way of going about it and how 
they get that message across. 

“For me, having worked 
with some top, top managers 
and coaches, I've formulated 
my own ideas myself. 

“Thankfully it’s got me 
this far and sitting in this chair 
at this moment in time” 

It did feel as if he would 
rather be sitting somewhere 
else. Anywhere else. 

But if Clarke's players can 
live up to the expectations of 
their manager, then hes going 
to have get used to living in 
the limelight. For a few more 
weeks at least.

GRAEME SOUNESS fears 
Steve Clarkes troops will 
be outgunned at the Euros 
but still backs them to 
reach the knockout stages. 

Beyond the last 16, the 
Scotland icon reckons 
England are primed to go 
all the way and end their 
58-year wait to reign 
supreme at a major finals. 

Souness, who racked up 
54 caps, has huge concerns 
over Clarke's options up 
front in Germany after QPR 
striker Lyndon Dykes was 
ruled out. 

But the former Rangers 
and Liverpool gaffer isn't 
waving the white flag as 
Scotland prepare to take 
on Germany in Munich 
tonight before Hungary 
and Switzerland. 

The 71-year-old said: 
“There isn’t a harder 
opening game than the 
hosts, Germany. This 
also has to be the best 
Hungary side I’ve seen. 

“I expect Scotland to 
have a difficult time. They 
cant beat any team in a 
goal fest because they 
donthaveastrikerwhocan W 
score goals at that level. 

"They'll have to come 
up with a way to stay in 
games and play counter- 
attacking football. But it’s 
not beyond them to finish 
second in their group: 

Souness, though, doesnt 
see similar problems for 
Gareth Southgates side. 

Speaking on William 
Hill's Three Up Front 
podcast, he said: ^The stars 
have aligned for England. 

"Experience in winning 
tournaments doesnt 
matter.

DON HUTCHISON will forever 
be remembered by the Tartan 
Army for his soaring leap under 
the Twin Towers. 

But the former Scotland favourite 
admits he would never have had his 
Wembley moment without his bullet 
strike in Bremen... and Tommy Burns. 

Hutchison made history when he 
nodded home the only goal against 
England in what was Scotland's last 
tripto London before the Three Lions 
home was torn down and rebuilt. 

But hes also in the record books 
for being the last Scot to score a 
winner against Germany courtesy of 
his clinical strike in a friendly almost 
seven months before that play-off 
clash with the Auld Enemy. 

His Wembley header was not 
enough to book a slot for Craig 
Browns side at Euro 2000 but it did 
secure him a place in the hearts of 
the Scotland faithful. 

Hutchison, though, is the first to 
admit he feared his cap career - which 
ran to 26 senior games - had been

killed offbefore it had even got started 
after a dismal night in Wrexham. 

The former Liverpool, West Ham, 
Everton and Sunderland midfielder 
turned frontman may have been 
raised in Gateshead but was eligible 
to pull on a dark blue jersey thanks 
to his Nairn-born dad Douglas. 

His first invite from the SFA came 
in 1994 when he was called up 
for a B international friendly 
against Wales. 

Hutchison was hardly a stand-out 
in a 2-1 defeat but something stuck 
in the mind of Burns, who had been 
asked to take the team that night by 
national boss Brown. 

Fast forward five years and when 
Brown was short of a striker ahead 
of the clash with Germany, it was 
Burns who suggested Hutchison be 
given the nod. 

Thrown his big chance against Die 
Mannschaft, having only made his 


international debut off the bench 
when replacing Gary McAllister 
against the Czechs the month before, 
Hutchison took it by lacing the ball 
past Jens Lehmann. 

The rest, as they say, is history. 

Looking back on his big break, 
Hutchison said: “It was Tommy 
Burns who was behind my call-up. 

“Id played in a B international 
against Wales in Wrexham. 

"It was a bit of a bang average 
game, I didnt really stand out. 

"But Tommy played me up front 
in the second half. 

“Now I didnt really think Id done 
much - I cant because I never got a 
call-up for another five years! 

“But I saw an interview with Craig 
recently where he tells this lovely 
story about how he was looking for 
a striker because all the guys in the 
Scotland squad were injured. 

^He asks Tommy if theres anyone 
from the B team he should put in the 
squad and Tommy suggested my 
name. But Broony goes, 'No chance 


- he wont get in the team, weve got 
Barry Ferguson, Paul Lambert, John 
Collins, Gary McAllister, Stuart 
McCall’ - all midfield heroes at that 
time. But Tommy goes, 'No, as a 
striker! He did well against Wales all 
those years ago, give him a try’. 

“So I got a call-up for that friendly 
against Germany where I scored on 
my full debut. A few months later I 
then got the goal against England 
at Wembley, so I've got alot to thank 
Tommy Burns for” 

Hutchison was a late convert to 
playing up top but the then 27-year- 
old looked like hed spent his entire 
life there as he fired past Lehmann. 

However, his celebration routine 
wasnt quite as slick. 

He laughed and said: “It was a 
decent finish for my goal but the 
celebration was absolutely s**t! I 
didnt know what to do! 

“I just ended up clapping, which 
looked ridiculous. It looked like I 
was clapping my own finish!

my Scotland career. I hadnt had a 
sniff of a call-up since that B cap Id 
won against Wales in 1994. 

"To gofrom that nightin Wrexham, 
where I must have been crap because 
I never got a game for five years, to 
scoring against Germany was quite a 
big leap forward. 

‘And I look back on it now with 
extra significance because it put me 
in the frame for the England game a 
few months down the line. 

“That set me up for that night at 
Wembley, which is probably what I'm 
best remembered for up in Scotland. 

“That England game would 
never have happened without that 
night in Bremen.”

I WAS lucky enough to live the 
dream as a footballer.

A few hours sleep on a bed that 
was so much more comfy than it 
looked and it was back on the road. 

The weather was definitely making 
us feel at home - showers, windy, 
cool. So far, so very Scottish. 

The place names flying past us 
beside the motorway started to 
change from French to German as 
we crossed the border. 

The excitement was building. It 
was beginning to feel very real. 

We passed Baden-Baden. The area

It would have been rude not to stop 
and pick up some to try, surely? 

A few bottles packed into the van 
and we were off again. 

As we got closer to Munich we 
spotted another motor home, like 
ours festooned with a slightly soggy 
Saltire after a downpour. 

Hands lifted to wave, knowing 
nods, dreams shared. 

The traffic was building and it was 
a crawl into the city. That didn't 
matter, though. Wed made it. 

Then we spotted it, the Olympic 
Stadium, our camp here. 

The car park was already filling up 
with fellow Scots, flags marking a 
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little bit of Scotland in Munich. Then, 
disaster. The vans battery was flat, 
drained by the packed beer fridge. 

Faced with the prospect of warm 
beer, Neil managed to persuade a 
local to come and help us fix it. 

On the other side of the stadium, 
the fanzone was preparing to open 
later in the evening to host the pre- 
party to the big opening day. 

The calm before the storm, staff 
putting the finishing touches to 
tables and bars. 

It's based in natural amphitheatre 
in Olympic Park and seeing the 
adjacent water of Olympiasee lake, I 
couldnt help but wonder if a few of 
my fellow fans might be tempted for 
a dip later.
